CLAIMS: This is a clean copy of claims 19 and 20 that can replace previous copies. 

Claim 19. (Currently Amended) A computer program embedded on a computer readable 
medium for implementation on a computer: 

first program instruction means for calibrating at least one recorded spoken word by 
controlling each of the at least one recorded spoken words to have substantially the same sound 
energy; 

second program instruction means for presenting the at least one calibrated spoken word 
to a test subject; and 

third program instruction means for measuring a speech reception threshold of the test 
subject by utilizing the at least one calibrated spoken word, wherein the speech reception 
threshold is indicative of a sound level at which the test subject can recognize the presented 
recorded spoken word or words. 

Claim 20. (Currently Amended) The computer program of Claim 19, wherein the medium 
comprises a transmission media or a recordable media.
